A native of Chicago, Trevor Potter is a but- 
toned-down Washington lawyer who has ad- 
vised Republican presidential candidates from 
George H.W Bush to John McCain. 

But Potter now is tasting real celebrity by 
trading banter— and giving legal advice — to co- 
medians Stephen Colbert and Jon Stewart, all 
while injecting humor into the GOP nominat- 
ing process. 

Colbert formed a super-PAC, a group that 
can collect unlimited amounts of money from 
corporations, unions and individuals and run 
ads supporting a candidate, so long as it does 
not coordinate with the candidate or the can- 
didate’s campaign. 

The “Colbert Report” star has expressed in- 
terest in running for president of “the United 
States of South Carolina” as the state prepares 
for its primary Saturday Because Colbert is a 
potential candidate, he has separated himself 


from his super-PAC, handing over control to 
fellow Comedy Central star Stewart. 

Both comedians have been getting laughs 
by seeking on-air legal advice from Potter, a 
former chairman of the Federal Election Com- 
mission. 

Potter’s pedigree would not suggest such a 
wacky pop culture role. He attended the Latin 
School of Chicago, earned a Harvard Univer- 
sity degree in 1978 and graduated from the Uni- 
versity of Virginia Law School in 1982. 

His late father, Charles S. “Charlie” Potter, 
long headed Chicago’s Union Stockyards when it 
was the world’s busiest cattle market. His moth- 
er, Barbara McClurg Potter, is a great-great-niece 
ofWilliam B. Ogden, Chicago’s first mayor. 

Potter said he was at a reception at the Na- 
tional Gallery of Art when a gray-haired man 
studying him asked, “Excuse me, aren’t you 
Stephen Colbert’s lawyer?” 

“It’s not what I’m used to in Washington,” 


Potter said, chuckling. 

Potter said Colbert met him through an 
attorney who had appeared on the program.

WASHINGTON If a day without Wikipedia was a pain 
in the butt, think bigger. In this plugged-in world, we 
would barely be able to cope if the entire Internet went 
down in a city, state or country for a day or a week. 

Sure, we’d survive. People have done it. Countries 
have, as Egypt did last year during the anti-govern- 
ment protests. And most of civilization went along 
until the 1990s without the Internet. But now we’re 
so intertwined socially, financially and industrially 
that suddenly going back to the 1980s would hit the 
world as hard as a natural disaster, experts say 

No email, Twitter or Facebook. No buying online. 
No stock trades. No just-in-time industrial shipping. 
No real-time tracking of diseases. It’s gotten so that 
not just the entire Internet but individual websites 
such as Google are considered critical infrastructure, 
experts said. 

“Nobody would die, but there would be a major 
hassle,” said computer security expert Mikko Hyp- 
ponen, chief research officer at F-Secure in Helsinki, 
Finland. 

If an Internet outage lasted more than a day or two, 
the financial hit would be huge, with mass unemploy- 
ment, said Ken Mayland, a former chief bank econo- 
mist and president of ClearView Economics. Eugene 
Spafford, director of Purdue University’s Center for 
Education and Research in Information Assurance and 
Security worries about bank rxxns and general panic. 

Psychologically, too, it could be wrenching. 

“I think it’s easier to get off heroin,” said Lisa Wel- 
ter of New Abrk City who weaned herself for a month 
last year from just the social aspects of the Internet— 
she still paid bills online— and felt as if she was “living 
in a cave.” 

“There would be a sense of loss: What would I do 
with my time?” said Kimberly Abung, a psychologist 
who directs the Center for Internet Addiction and 
Recovery 

On Wednesday, certain websites, most prominent- 
ly Wkipedia, went dark to protest legislation in Con- 
gress that would crack down on pirated movies and 
TV shows. It was a one-day stunt. But it raises ques- 


tions about our connectedness. 

It is possible that hackers, terrorists, accidents 
or even sunspots could take down the Internet and 
cause areas to become cut off and unreachable, said 
Spafford, one of the foremost experts on computer 
security The US. and other developed nations have 
multiple and robust routing systems that make it 
unlikely large areas would be affected, but smaller 
countries could be vulnerable to nationwide outages, 
Hypponen said. 

Nicholas Christin, associate director of the Infor- 
mation Networking Institute at Carnegie Mellon 
University, said while a prolonged Internet outage 
would be uncomfortable, it might also bring out the 
best in people. 

“I think you would find that people are very resil- 
ient,” he said. “We would go back to the libraries.” 

Christin said he has gone a week without the In- 
ternet as part of a vacation. The first few days were 
rough, he said, but then “it was fantastic.” 

Christin did it by choice. Others had it imposed on 
them because of weather disasters or financial prob- 
lems. They weren’t nostalgic about it. 

Wyatt MacATahon of the Vrginia Bioinformatics 
Institute at Vrginia Tech University was having a hard 
time Wednesday just dealing with the shutdown at 
WTkipedia, which he leans on as a first step in his search- 
es in his field, which combines statistics and biology 

If the entire Internet were lost, “that would be be- 
yond catastrophic. Every single day every single hour, if 
not every 30 minutes, I amusing the Internet for work,” 
MacMahon said. “So if anything like that were to hap- 
pen, it would bring everything to a screeching halt.” 
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Online protest a pain for some users

WASHINGTON In the vast universe of the Internet, some 
planets went temporarily dark Wednesday to protest gov- 
ernment attempts to intrude on what’s long been their 
anything-goes frontier. And there’s evidence that it made an 
impact in Washington. 

Howls erupted from the Twitter-verse when the English 
version of Wikipedia, the free, collaborative Web encyclo- 
pedia and homework crutch of students everywhere, shut 
down. One distraught tweet said: 

“Why is Wikipedia down on the day that I have a 7 hour 
take away exam???? Livid.” 

To counter the widespread panic, libraries— remember 
them?— stepped into the breach. An encouraging tweet 
from a librarian at the University of North Carolina at Cha- 
pel Hill, said: “You can still research today during blackouts. 
Libs are open & lots of online resources for you. Need help?” 

Google and Lacebook, the two most trafficked sites on the 
Internet, were still up, although Google slapped a big black 
bar across its well-known colorful trademark to show its soli- 
darity with the protest against pending anti-piracy legislation. 


“Like many businesses, entrepreneurs and Web users, we 
oppose these bills because there are smart, targeted ways to 
shut down foreign rogue websites without asking American 
companies to censor the Internet,” the company said in a 
statement. 

Blessedly silly cat photos and stupid videos— such as a 
nervous dog balancing on a chain— still were accessible. 

The 24-hour blackout was over the right of business— in 
this case, Hollywood and the publishing and recording in- 
dustries— to make a profit on its work, versus maintaining 
free and open access to the Internet. 

Two bills, the Stop Online Piracy Act in the House of 
Representatives and the Protect Intellectual Property Act 
in the Senate, would try to stop illegal downloading and 
sharing of copyright material. Opponents claim they’d stifle 
innovation, limit service and impel companies to monitor 
their users. A third bill, the Senate’s Online Protection and 
Enforcement of Digital Trade Act, aims for a middle ground. 

“Protecting foreign criminals from liability rather than 
protecting American copyright holders and intellectual 
property developers is irresponsible, will cost American jobs 
and is just wrong,” Democratic Sen. Patrick Leahy of Ver- 
mont, a sponsor of one of the piracy bills, said in a statement.

As the day wore on, the blackout 
seemed to be having an effect. 

Several lawmakers, including Repub- 
lican Sens. Marco Rubio of Llorida and 
Roy Blunt of Missouri, and Democratic 
Sen. Benjamin Cardin of Maryland, 
withdrew their earlier endorsements 
of the piracy bills and called for more 
discussion. 

It was a far cry from several years ago, 
when then- Sen. Ted Stevens (R-Alaska), 
once described the Internet as a “series 
of tubes.” The political lines were shift- 
ing, and it had nothing to do with party 
or the looming presidential rumble.

Y)chai Benkler, a co-director of the 
Berkman Center for Internet & Society 
at Harvard University said the blackout 
showed not only that tech companies 
had become influential but also that they 
now recognized that they had to work 
with Washington instead of around it.

Mother of woman killed 
in Lakeview fire sues

The mother of a woman killed in a North 
Lake Shore Drive high-rise fire earlier this 
month has filed a wrongful death lawsuit 
against the owners of the building. 

The lawsuit by JoAnn McCoy maintained 
that her 32-year-old daughter, Shantel, still 
would be alive if the building had elevators 
that shut down during such a fire, a sprinkler 
system and security guards to help out during 
a emergency 

The suit said the owners of the high-rise 
were negligent and did not maintain a safe en- 
vironment. According to the suit, the owners 
and managers didn’t instruct residents to evac- 
uate or exit the building during the blaze, and 
the building didn’t have an evacuation plan. 

Calls to the owner. Planned Property Man- 


agement Inc., were not returned. 

Shantel McCoy died Jan. 8 after an elevator 
in her apartment building carried her directly 
into the heat and smoke of a blaze that started 
in a i2th-floor apartment. 

McCoy was returning home at about 2 a.m. 
with a bag of groceries in her hand and un- 
wittingly took the elevator to the 12th floor, 
unaware of the fire. When the doors of the 
elevator opened, she faced 1,500 -degree tem- 
peratures and a wall of smoke, according to 
Larry Langford, a spokesman for the Chicago 
Fire Department. 

Since the building at 3130 N. Lake Shore 
Drive was constructed before 1975, it was not 
required by Chicago ordinances to have a 
sprinkler system or even a wired alarm system 
to alert residents of an emergency officials said.

T ake off headphones? 


People who wear headphones might want to 
ditch them while walking outside. A study 
published online this week in the journal In- 
jury Prevention finds that accidents involving 
pedestrians wearing the devices have tripled 
in recent years. 

Researchers found ii6 cases of death or in- 
jury involving vehicles and pedestrians wear- 
ing headphones. Cases in which people were 
using mobile phones (including hands-free 
devices) were excluded. 

Cases increased from i6 in 2004 and 2005 
combined to 47 in 2010 and 2011. The victims’ 


average age was 21, and most (68 percent) 
were male. The majority (67 percent) were un- 
der the age of 30. 

Hearing what’s going on in the environ- 
ment, the study’s authors point out, could be 
more important than visual cues for pedestri- 
ans. 

But the authors add that this study doesn’t 
show causation or correlation of headphone 
use and pedestrian risk, and other factors 
could have been involved in the accidents, 
such as pedestrians being intoxicated or driv- 
ers being at fault.

Skipping workouts? Pay up

If a bulging waistline isn’t 
enough of a motivator to go 
to the gym, a new iPhone 
app adds a financial incen- 
tive to provide that extra 
nudge. 

The app, called Gym- 
Pact, charges users a fee 
for every gym commit- 
ment they skip. The fee can 
range from $5 to $50. 

“We decided to motivate 
people by having money 
on the line, rather than 
giving them money, which 
is a very radical departure 
from other motivational 
apps and programs,” said 
Yifan Zhang, GymPact’s 
co-founder and CEO. 

After providing a credit 
card, GymPact’s users 
make a commitment for 
the number of times each 
week they wiU go to the gym, along with the 
financial penalty they will incur if they don’t. 

At the end of the week, the company charg- 


es users who did not meet 
their goals. The money 
collected is distributed 
to users who kept their 
commitments. People 
who committed to more 
days get a bigger portion 
of the pooled money 
“We really think of 
what you have on the 
line as the number of 
days you’re committing,” 
Zhang said. “That’s re- 
ally the focus of the pro- 
gram-how many days 
can we get you to go to 
the gym every week.” 

The company is pay- 
ing out anywhere be- 
tween 50 cents to $i for 
each workout and keeps 
about 30 percent of each 
payout. 

Recently, each work- 
out was worth 73 cents. 
To validate the time spent at the gym, users 
must check in at a venue for 30 minutes for 
the workout to count.
